Truman's remarks, made under 
brisk questioning at his weekly 
press conference, added up to a 
rejection of the stand taken by Sen 
|Robert Taft (Rep. O.) that the 
President must first get the consent 
of Congress before placing US 
soldiers in the new Western Eu- 
ropean defence force 

Several times Truman repeated 
that he will consult Congress as 
a matter of courtesy before taking 
this step. But he said with em 
phasis that, under the U.S. con- 
stitution, he doesn't need Con- 
gress’ consent.

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International communists and Russian 
imperialists who charge the democracies 
with “warmongering’ would do well to 
study the results of the poll taken by The 
Bulletin among well-known citizens of Ed- 
monton on the desirability of using the 
atomic bomb in warfare. 

This expression of public opinion is not 
important as indicating what Edmonton 

ople think, in particular, but what civ- 
Rize people think, in general. For there 
can be little doubt that the views of those 
canvassed here would be the views of a 
cross-section of people everywhere in 
every democracy, 

his opinion regards the use of the 
atomic bomb as abhorrent. Some would 
ban its use altogether, Many would use it 
only if civilization were in peril. None 
would employ it wantonly. 

This is a wholesome and worthy view. 
It is valuable, not so much as indicating 
what should be done with the atomic 
bomb, but as showing that public opinion 
in the democracies is inalterably opposed 
to any but a defensive war. 

But while this poll Js enlightening, it 
faila to touch upon two or three points 
that should be made clear in any discus- 
sion of the threat that faces the world. 

For example, the opinion has been 
proffered that the atomie bomb differs 
from other agencies of destruction only 
in the degree of its destructiveness. 

That is not quite true because while 
high explosives devastate a wide area, they 
do not leave such a persistent destructive 
influence as the atomic bomb leaves with 
ita prolonged radioactivity, 

Thus, the use of atomic fission can be 
classed, in a sense, with the use of disease 
germ cultures because the ultimate effects 
of both are similarly beyond control. 


Diagnostic Clinics 


The four-year-old Purcell child from 
Atlanta, Georgea, whose parents were 
told by Atlanta doctors that she had 
cancer of the eye and must have an eye 
removed to save her life, has no cancer at 
ali in the opinion of specialists at the 
Mayo Clinic at Rochester. 

This story vigorously confirms the 
frequently expressed view of this news- 
paper that what the medical profession 
needs most urgently in North America is 
a series of free diagnostic clinics, main- 
tained by the government, where general 
practitioners with limited diagnostic facil- 
ities could send their patients for diagno- 
gis only, 

There is nothing in the Purcell incident 
to indicate that the Atlanta doctors were 
ignorant or lax. They simply did not pos- 
sess the diagnostic equipment possessed 
by the Mayo Clinic. Now that the ailment 
has been defined, these Atlanta doctors 
can doubtless treat it with success, 


Abhorrence of A-Bomb 


The atomic bomb, therefore, must be 
considered as differing not only in degree 
but in kind from any other weapon that 
has ever been used extensively in warfare, 

On the other hand, it should not be 
forgotten that the single purpose of war is 
to disable the enemy, Ethically, there can 
be little difference between killing and 
maiming a million of the adversary in a 
single blow and killing and maiming a mil- 
lion of the adversary over a one or two 
year period, 

Nor should it be forgotten, from the 
standpoint of moral economy, that the 
sudden crippling of a determinedly bellig- 
erent enemy might actually save lives and 
conserve happiness in the long run, 

To be brutally plain about it, the atom- 
ie bombing of Russia with the killing of 
ten million people could conceivably pre- 
vent a protracted war in which twenty 
million people could be killed and thirty or 
more million disabled. 

The obvious weakness in this argument 
is that such a victory would be gained at 
an overwhelming excessive cost. 

A deadly assault of this kind would 
inflict such a blow upon the human con- 
science that a hundred years of assured 
physical liberty would not pay for it. 

An assault of this kind could breed 
such fear and hatred as might destroy 
the moral balance of the world for five 
hundred years. 

Thus, those who have contributed 
their views to this poll, we believe, have 
chosen wisely. 

As a weapon of defence, 
bomb is invaluable. 

As a weapon of offence, it 
abomination. 


Badly Needed 


One shudders to think how frequently 
these diagnostic mistakes are made by 
practitioners who, in the normal course of 
their general practice, cannot afford the 
expensive equipment for discovering 
disease. 

There is no suggestion that govern- 
ment clinics should be established to treat 
disease, Such a step would be a form of 
state medicine to which thinking persons 
are opposed, 

But these free government clinics 
could diagnose and leave the treatment to 
private doctors, 

A somewhat similar institution is seen 
in the cancer clinics of Alberta, highly 
successful devices which have saved in- 
numerable lives in this province 


If free diagnosis by experts works so 
well with cancer, it would work equally 
well with all diseases.

It Sounds Too Much Like Appeasement 


There should be nothing but world 
applause for the efforts of the Common- 
wealth prime ministers to find a formula 
that will restore peace in Korea and pre- 
vent open warfare with Red China. 

The set of principles laid down by 
Britain and India to achieve that end, 
however, are quite another matter. 

Britain and India would admit Red 
China to the United Nations and thus 
swell the ranks of Russia’s supporters in 
that body. 

They would give Formosa to Red 
China and thus wipe out the anti- 
Communist forces of Chiang Kai-Sheks’ 
followers, 

They would withdraw all United Na- 
tions troops from Korea and give Red 
China a seat on any council set up to re- 
establish Korea politically and economic- 
ally.

All this sounds so much like appease- 
ment that anyone with any memory of 
Munich will shy away from it distaste- 
fully as something that blatantly adver- 
tises the weakness of the democracies. 


It might be politic to conciliate Red 
China at this point. It might even be 
necessary if there is a real Communist 
threat in Europe greater than the public 
has been told, 

But appeasement bought nothing of 
value in 1938, Why should it be expected 
to buy anything more in 1951? 


It would be a very grave mistake for 
the British Empire to conciliate China at 
the expense of offering a bitter affront, 
to the United States whose people are arm- 
ing hastily for a showdown that will end, 
one way or the other, the intolerable sus- 
pense of the ironically-termed “cold-war.”

INCOME TAXES 
COULD BECOME 
TWO-EDGED SWORD 


The most powerful weapon in the 
fight against inflation is generally 
supposed to be a stiff increase in 
the income tax. But the test of effi 
ciency must be that any income tax 
increases shall penalize spending 
and reward saving. 

Such a criterion would rule out 
drastic increases in corporate taxes, 
especially excess profits taxes, tend 
to encourage waste in management; 
and, in addition, excess profits taxes 
are arbitrary in their impact and 
inflationary in their final effect. 

The personal income tax is itself 
a blupt instrument that may hit 
spenders and savers alike; neverthe- 
less it may prove to be the only 
weapon with sufficient power to 
check spending, even though in the 
process some saving is hit as well. 

To minimize these faults, and to 
ensure fairness, I would suggest that 
any increase in income tax burdens 
should recognize: (1) that an effect- 
ive attack upon inflationary spend- 
ing can only be made by broaden- 
ing the tax base through lower per 
sonal exemptions; (2) that equity 
demands the vigorous reduction of 
income tax evasion, now all too ap- 
parent outside the fixed wage and 
y group; (3) that equity and 
iency alike demand the exemp- 
1 irom income tax, wherever pos- 
sible, of the bona fide saving of the 
public, In its simplest form, this 
might include the limited exemp- 
tion of insurance premiums and of 
net purchases of savings bonds over 
the year 

I am aware that to implement the 
third suggestion may be work for 
& genius in political and social in- 
vention; but, if 80, we should be 
looking for him. Otherwise, as tax 
rates rise, the blunt instrument of 
the income tax may become a dan- 
gerous and perverse weapon that 
penalizes saving even more than it 
penalizes spending 

The failure to exempt saving 
when income taxes are very high 
will not only reduce their power to 
prevent inflation in the short run, 
jut may in the long run prove a 
positive danger to democracy itself 
I'he extremes of “left” and “right” 
in the world today are mediated in 
the great democracies by a strong 
middle class. It would be a traged 
indeed if democracy should pe rish 
because, in the supposed interest of 
its own defence, it liquidated this 
guardian of democratic institutions, 


that excess capacity in capital and 
manpower that made possible mora 
guns and more butter in the early years 
of the last struggle. 

“Full employment of men and re- 
sources is a symptom of economic 
strength in peacetime. Tt means how- 
ever that any additional demands upon | 
the economy can be met only by cur- 
tailing demand elsewhere. This means 
that the additional demand upon our 
economy arising out of rearmament 
must be met by cutting back our nor- 
mal peacetime demand for capital and 
consumption goods, 


COST OF REARMAMENT 


“This curtailment of peacetime de- 
mand is the cost of wartime rearma- 
ment. This cost cannot be postponed 
It must be met at once. And the funda- | 
mental problem of war economics is to 
ensure that only the least essential part 
of peacetime demand is thus curtailed 

“In this way we can reduce the dis- 
location of our economy caused by new 
armament expenditure. If we can re-| 
duce this aalona tion we can increase | 
the effectiveness of our war effort, and | 
at the same time we can ensure that the | 
freedom we aim to defend will in fact 
be preserved. | 

“What part of peacetime demand

TIPS ON SAFETY 


Special Tires Are Urged 


For Winter 


Edmonton drivers are advised 
to use specially-designed tires 
for winter driving by Pau! Law- 
rence, safety director of the Ed- 
monton Safety Council. 

Two types of winter tires are 
recommended. One is a ‘lug type 
tire with a lacerated surface, The 
other is a lug tire with imbedded 
material such as sawdust, salt of 


stee] wool | 


Tests recently conducted by 
the National Safety Council in 
the United States show these 
tires are 25 per cent more ef- 
ficient under all winter driv- 
ing conditions. 

Tests showed the winterized 
lug tires stopped cars in % feet 
on loosely packed snow and 
rough ice from 20 miles an hour
